WHEELS TURNING IN BELGIUM 


Minor Industries Have Resumed Oper- 


ation, but All Embarrassed 


by Lack of Fuel. 


Most of the minor industries In Bel- 


gium are said to have resumed opera- 
tion, although all have been more or 
less embarrassed by the lack of fuel 
and the uncertainty of delivery of raw 
mateiials. There Is no lack of sugar 
in Belgium, and n surplus Is available 
for export. Nearly all the. sugar mills 
were kept in operation by the Germans 
throughout the war. 


To avert labor disturbances, the gov- 


ernment has taken an active part In 
disputes between the workers and em- 
ployers with gratifying results. While 
wages have Increased In most Indus- 
tries at lenst 100 per cent, and In some 
Instances considerably more, they have 
not kept pace with the increase in the 
cost of living. 
Labor union leaders 


have been generally disposed to adopt 
conciliatory methods where possible, 
nnd the government has been able to 
force arbitration In nearly all caae« 
where trouble h«» arisen.

Pile of Prairie Dogs. 
Evidence of Work by Representatives of the Biological 
Survey of tthe «United States Department of Agriculture. 


Prairie dogs occupy auore than 100,000,000 acres of public and private lands, 
and wherever (hoy occur hi abundance they arc exceedingly destructive to 
cultivated crops and to forage on the open range. 
In co-operation with the 
extension services of the agricultural colleges in Arizona, Colorado. Montana, 
New Mexico, North Dakota, <>lclahoma, »South Dakota, Utah, and Wyoming the 
campaign against those animals ¿bus been pushed aggressively by the biological 
survey, which recently issued Usguonuul report from which the following facts 
ure taken : 


In Arizona and New Mexico the state councils of defense joined actively 
in the work and contributed funds for the purpose. 
The participation of 
farmers and stockmen has been fuller than ever before, and the saving of 
crops and forage has been correspondingly great. 
During the year from 75 
to 1)5 per cent of the prairie dogs were destroyed on nearly 2 .0 0 0 .0 0 0 acres of 
privately owned crop and forage lands am] on more than 200,000 a c r e s of 
public domain, the latter making more than 3,7<>0,0<)0 acres of public lands 
which have been largely freed from these p«sts. 
In many places private 
landowners were so interested tl*\t they volunteered their services to clear 
adjacent government lands, the bureau supplying the poison to be used in the 
work. 
With co-operation of this character it will be possible to clear largo 
areas of the public domain at almost a nominal cost to the government.

“Every possible measure should h 
tnlicn to save all 1hc coal that is poi 
slble 
throughout 
the 
winter—an 
every winter, as fnr as that goes,’ 
says Prof. A. 0. Willard of the depart­ 
ment of heating and ventilation of the 
University of Illinois."“It is never too 
Tate to save coal and every user of this 
fuel should observe the following sug­ 
gestions which are given as a result 
of long investigations conducted at the 
university on how to get the most heat 
from ihe least amonnt of coal: 


“Heating surfaces should be kept 
clean and free from soot and ash ac­ 
cumulations 
and 
the entire ash pit 
.should be cleaned daily. 


“(»rates should be true and not 
warped, should move easily and should 
have no broken places for coal to drop 
through. 
Unhumed or partly burned 
coal should not appear in the ashes at 
any time. 


“The fuel pot should be kept full, 
with fire surface at the level of fire 
door; let ashes accumulate on (not 
under) the grates In mild weather: 
grates should not be shaken too long 
nor violently, and clinkers should be 
removed with as little disturbance of 
the fire as possible. Do not shake or 
disturb a very low fire until you have 
added and Ignited a little fresh fuel. 


“Anticipate the heating demand by 
firing promptly when the outside tem­ 
perature begins to drop, or the wind 
increases. Do not allows a fire to burn 
too thin nor to develop holes in t‘ 
fire bed. 


“If the heater is small for its wfoj 
do not use coal containing a lar 
amount of fine material. 


“The house should be kept at a tin. 
form temperature and should not be 
allowed to cool down more Mian 10 
degrees at night. 


“The 
temperature 
of 
all 
rooms 
should be as low as is consistent with 
comfort. To heat a house to 75 de­ 
grees F. instead of 70 degrees F. with 
an average outside temperature of 40 
degree« F. for the entire heating sea­ 
son means a 17 per cent increase in 
fuel consumption.”

WHEELS TURNING IN BELGIUM 


Minor Industries Have Resumed Oper­ 
ation, but All Embarrassed 
by Lack of Fuel. 


Most of the minor industries in Bel­ 
gium are said to have resumed opera­ 
tion, although all have been more or 
less embarrassed by the lack of fuel 
and the uncertainty of delivery of raw 
materials. 
There is no lack of sugar 
in Belgium, and a surplus is available 
for export. Nearly all the sugar mills 
were kept In operation by the Germans 
throughout the war. 


To avert labor disturbances, the gov­ 
ernment has taken an active part Id 
disputes between the workers and em­ 
ployers with gratifying results. While 
wages have Increased in most indus­ 
tries at least 100 per cent, and in some 
Instances considerably more, they have 
not kept pace with the Increase in the 
cost of living. 
Labor union leaders 
have been generally disposed to adopt 
conciliatory methods where possible, 
and the government has been able to 
force arbitration In nearly all cases 
where trouble liRS arisen.

Minor Industries Have Resumed Oper^ 
ation, but All Embarrassed 
by Lack of Fuel. 


Most of the minor Industries In Bel- 
gium are said to have resumed opera- 
tion, although all have been more or 
less embarrassed by the lack of fuel 
and the uncertainty of delivery of raw 
jnateiials. 
There Is no lack of sugar 
In Belgium, and a surplus is available 
for export. 
Nearly all tha sugar mills 
were kept in operation by the Germans 
throughout the war. 


To avert labor disturbances, the gov- 
ernment has taken an active part in 
disputes between the workers and em- 
ployers with gratifying results. 
While 
wages have Increased In most Indus- 
tries at least 100 per cent, and in some 
instances considerably more, they have 
not kept pace with the increase in the 
cost of living, 
Labor union leaders 
have been generally disposed to adopt 
conciliatory methods where possible, 
and the government has been able to 
force arbitration In nearly all cases 
where trouble hfc8 arisen.
